Clark/Lake &; walk upstairs through the 203 N. LaSalle Building to 
the Clark/Lake & elevated station. Brown Line trains run from 5:20 a.m. 
until 12:45 a.m. on weekdays, 5:15 a.m. until 12:45 a.m. on Saturdays, 
and 7:20 a.m. until 12:10 a.m. on Sundays and holidays. 


Clark/Lake &; walk upstairs to the Clark/Lake & elevated station 
through the Thompson Center (State of Illinois Building) (to go south 
toward 63” St.) or the 203 N. LaSalle Building (to go west toward 
Harlem/Lake). Green Line trains run from 4:20 a.m. until 1:20 a.m. 
on weekdays, 6:20 a.m. until 1:25 a.m. on Saturdays, and 6:50 a.m. 
until 1:20 a.m. on Sundays and holidays. 


Clark/Lake &; walk upstairs through the Thompson Center (State of 
Illinois Building) to the Clark/Lake & elevated station. Orange Line 
trains run from 4:25 a.m. until 1:25 a.m. on weekdays, 5:05 a.m. until
